Examiner's Amendment

Amendments to claim 1 : 

Claim 1 (Currently Amended): 

Metal halide lamp with an aspect ratio Li/Di greater than 3, comprising a 
discharge chamber having walls sealingly enclosing the discharge chamber; two 
electrodes arranged in the discharge chamber opposite each other, for burning an arc 
therebetween; the discharge chamber containing a saturated system comprising an 
excess amount of salt, such that during operation of the lamp, a salt pool of melted salt 
will be present inside the discharge chamber; the lamp being designed such that, when 
the lamp is operative in a vertical orientation, the location of the salt pool is closer to 
the top than the bottom of the discharge chamber. 

3. The Examiner's amendment has been made in order to place the application in a 
condition for allowance. 
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Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: 

Claim 1 is considered allowable since the prior made of record and considered 
pertinent to the applicant's disclosure does not teach or suggest the claimed 
limitations. Geijtenbeek (U.S. 6,147,453) or Graham (U.S. 5,083,059) or Aldermam 
(U.S. 6,844,676) or Kawashima (U.S. 6,294,870) or Liebe (U.S. 4,621,216), taken 
individually or in combination, do not teach the claimed invention having metal halide 
lamp with an aspect ratio Li/Di greater than 3, comprising a discharge chamber having 
walls sealingly enclosing the discharge chamber; the location of the salt pool is 
closer to the top than the bottom of the discharge chamber. 

Therefore, claims 1-15, and 20-22 are presently allowed.
